Sat- 
urday momingr playing with a little 
child, when a gust of wind blew her 
clothing against the grate, the 
flames entirely enveloping her per- 
son in a second. The girl's cloth- 
ing: was burned from her body, and 
she sustained burns about the body, 
her head. face, jieck and ches-t. Her 
agonized screams brought her 
mother from an adjoining room. In 
endeavoring to extinguish the flames 
Mrs. English was haily burned 
alMNit the faea, ai^aa aad hands. 
Both (he injund waio --roflKwred to 
tha Massie Maniprial Hospital, 
where th(-ir injuries were ^ given 
medical attention. 

While a student at the Paris High 
School Mis.s English proved a puzzle 
to the ten criers and to physicians 
and ocul'stf- of Paris and Lexington 
by her peculiar manner of writing. 
In writing her name or a composi 
tion she did it in a manner entirely 
different from the ordinary person. 
Beginning at the right hand side of 
the sheet, she wrote backwards, and 
when the oapy wm llnished. it had 
to he held Im 'float of a mirror in 
ofder to traaspese U so it might be 
read. Her name, whaft written by 
her. appeared as followa: . '^sUgnE 
enihpesoJ." Physicians who exam- 
ined the child declared there is not 
to their knowledge aaoCher case 
of a simiilar aatm la la a dleal his- 
tory.

English, all of Paris. The funeral 
was held yesterday afternoon, with 
services conducted at the grave in 
the Paris Cemetery by Bof.

"The week beginning April 5 will 
be 'Save Money On Meat' Week in 
the District of Columbia and th** 
following States: 

3iaryland» Virginia, Kentucky, 
South Carolina. Fierlda. Mississippi. 
Aihansaa, West Ylrglhla. Delaware. 
North Carolina, Ten n es se e, Georgia, 
Alabama, Louisiana. Missouri. 

"On each day of 'Save Money on 
Meat' Week some particular cut or 
cuts of the inexpensive variety will 
be featured and will be sold at a low 
price. Retailers who hitherto have 
not carried in stock some of the less 
costly cuts because their customers 
did not ask for them intend to lay 
in adequate quantities of such por- 
tions of meat. If the consumers will 
take advantage of the highly nutri- 
tioua and palatable pieces of meat 
which arv relatively inexpensive, 
the saving effected will be tremend- 
ous, and the slackened demand for 
the cuts now popular will result in 
low^er prices thereon.

JUDGE BUimOK AFPOmTED AS 
CHAIEMAN OF ME MOMAL 

COMMITrEE 



Judge Denis Dundon, of Paris, has 
been askecj to accept the County 
Chairmanship to raise Bourbon 
County's part of Kentucky's prorata 
of the cost of a monument which will 
be erected on the site of the first 
Mame battle, and to be known aa 
"America'a Gift to Fraiiee." 

This wanawiant ia being designed 
by Ffcadeil di MaeMonnies, the fam- 
o«B AflMHean aeolptor, and the ex- 
act rite will be selected by General 
Foch and General Joffre. The total 
cost of the monument will be $250,- 
000, and it is the earnest desire of 
those with whom the idea originated 
that this motley be raised by sub- 
scription from every county in every 
State in the Union. 

Kentucky's quota is $6,000, and 
the amount desired to be raised in 
Bourbon County will be $100. The 
campaign will be held all over the 
country durin^r the week of March 
22 to Maveh 27, and Chairman Dun- 
don is particularly desirous to have 
Bourbon County go "over the top" 
on schedule t!me. 

Everybody is asked to send a small 
subscription to Chairman Dundon to 
quickly raise Bourbon County's 
quota. 

It is the desire of Judge Dundon 
to have the quota one hundred dol- 
lars, from Bourbon, raised in small 
amounts, permitting everybody to 
contribute a mite to the fond, in- 
stead of having tile wholes amount 
given by a few persons.. 
A General Appeal For "The Gift." 

The Marne was one of the great 
throbbang moments of the heart of 
the world.

And running cur- 
rent with the high purpose of Amer- 
ica to protect this world -liberty, was 
the steady plow of our century-old 
gratitude to France. While we do 
not now feel, nor will we ever feel, 
that wo have paid in measure»-full, 
all we owe to LaFayette, we may

This Memorial should be given by 
all Americans, and especially by 
those to whom did not come the high 
privilege to offer themselves upon 
the soil of France. And we should 
be as jealous of our poor nght now 
to give a little money, as were our 
boys on the banks of the Marne and 
in the Argonne Forest, of their most 
glorious right to give life and live; 
to give and give until life and love 
were gone. Kentucky will give; 
give her share and more, and give, 
wo hopo^ from many hearts and many | 
hands ,haeavae tiie number of those 
who give, and not the amount given, 
will be accorded as the measure of 
our sympathetic interest in this no- 
ble and beautiful work

A market jrardener living near 
one of the large cities asks why peo- 
ple always hanker after high-priced 
imported food containing little nour- 
ishment when the markets have for 
sale lower-priced home-grown arti- 
cles of much greater dietary value. 
He instances the demand for cucum- 
bers, ton^atoes and strawberries, jus I 
coming into the markets, which art^ 
abnormally high and not at their 
best in quality, but are finding 
ready sale, while the farmers and 
grocers find it almost impossible to 
sell their remaining winter vegeta- 
bles, such as parsnips, stumips and 
squashes, although these arc of first 
quality, -iHgh in nutriment and ab- 
surdly low in price. 

Of course the principal reason for 
the demand for luxurious type of 
foods about which the complaint iJ 
made is that people are tired of the 
heavier diet of winter and long fo'- 
the lighter, fresher foods. But the 
point of extravagance is there. It i>^ 
possible to have a varied diet ol 
easily digested foods without turn- 
ing from the vegetables and fruits 
which are ia season to thoee whic4i 
are not. 

Certainly economy and a fair re- 
gard for the home producer, must 
dispose of his stuff if he is to be en- 
couraged to grow more, indicate the 
more practical mettLQd of buyln^jSi^r 
the table. f

— After hold- 
ing the reins of power for less than 
five days, Dr. Wolfgang Kapp, the 
self-appointed Chancellor and dicta- 
tor, has l a tU e d ttom fffflee and ee»- 
trol. 

He resigned Wednesday an official 
communication explained that the 
Chancellor considered his vdssion 
fulfilled when the old goyemment 

dftwandti ^ddhTMi^ ^^'^ IgMntial 
also moved to this action by the ex- 
treme necessity of the Fatherland, 
which demanded union against the 
dangers of Bolshevism. 

The communique announcing the 
resignation of Chancellor Kapp en- 
deavors to give a patriotic aspect to 
his withdrawal. It says: 

"The Bauer government having 
voluntarily decided to fulfill the 
most essential political demands ad- 
dressed to it, the rejection of which 
on Saturday led to Uie establishment 
of tlie Kapp govemmeint. Chancellor 
Kapp considers his mission fulfilled 
and - retires, resigning the executive 
powar again into the hands of the 
military Commander-in-chief 

"In this he is moved by the con- 
viction of the extreme necessity of 
the Fatherland, which demands solid 
union of all against the annihilating 
dangers of Bolshevism"

General Provisional Director Kapp 
has retired, with the object of brings 
in^ abouit internal peace, Geneial 
von Luettwits has retirod for similar 

reasons. 

The Vice Chancellor in the name 
of the Imperial President has ac- 
cepted the resignations and has in- 
trusted Major General von Seecht 
with the provisional conduct of af- 
fairs as Commander-in-chief. 

The real circumstances of Kapp's 
retirement are still shrouded in mys- 
tery. An important factor undoubt- 
edly is to be found in the delibera- 
tions of the Under Secretaries and 
Imperial Council Tuesday, which 
Major General Lnettwitz attended. 
Thei views of this conference were 
that both Kapp and von Luettwitz 
withdraw in order to terminate an 

intolerable position. 

Von Luetwitz ap:reed to this, but 
when he returned to the Chancellory 
he allowed himself to be pursuaded 
to change his mind and retain office. 
To him has been delegated the exe- 
jcutive power by the former revolu- 
j tionary Chancellor ,and it is d£^ 
cult to say what will happen now that 
I von Luettwitz remains tho military 
i dictator at Berlin. 
I It is reported, however, that Gus- 
tav Noske, Ministar of Defense in the 
} old (Ebert) government, is coming 
' here and von Luettwitz, per- 
j hai)s, will transfer his new-found au- 
thority to him. 

In conference with th^a foreign 
correspondents Tuesday Kapp's press 
chief made play with the Bolshevist 
danger. • 

In a second conference an at- 
tempt was made to conceal the fact 
that the Berlin govormnont was likck- 
ly to be of only short duration. 

Although the general strike dealt 
this government a mortal blow, the 
decisive fact is that Kapp and his 
supporters had no political prestige, 
theii- government b^Bg buiH only on 
machine guns. 

The statements made at these con- 
freences gave a strange impression 
and caused a suspicion that the cry 
of alarm about the Bolshevists was 
preliminary to the announcement of 
retreat.
